Other shops including 
Next , JD Sports, Primark, 
Outfit , Costa, Phones4U 
and Deichmann Shoes will 
be opening during the 
summer and later this year.

“The community relation¬ 
ships we have made during 
the long time this store has 
been planned and pro¬ 
gressed have been valuable 
for our decision to offer the 
finest foods and choice. 

“As well as the extensive 
ranges of fresh products, 
there will be the popular 
fashion, electrical and 
household ranges.” 

The 139,000sq ft 24-hour 
Tesco store will be the super¬ 
market giant’s UK flagship 
World Food Store, stocking 
products from around the 
globe. 

More than 5,000 applied 
for 275 jobs at the store. 

Sewer work is 
closing roads 

TEMPORARY road closures 
will be in place on two roads 
in West Bromwich until 
Sunday while sewer works 
for a new housing develop¬ 
ment take place. 

New Street, from Hill Top 
to Tunnel Road, and 
Norbury Road, from New 
Street to Heronville Drive, 
will be closed. Traffic will be 
diverted via Hill Top, Black 
Lake, New Swan Lane, 
Black Country New Road, 
George Henry Road, Bagnall 
Street, Harvills Hawthorn 
and vice-versa. 

Norbury Road, from New 
Street to Heronville Drive, 
will be closed until July 7, 
with diversion via Norbury 
Road, Dial Lane, Harvills 
Hawthorn and vice versa. 


PARKING PLANS 


Report by David Lumb 


PLANS to introduce parking restrictions in five parts of 
Sandwell are expected to be scrapped after complaints 
from residents across the borough. 

Sandwell Council was considering bringing in fresh restrictions in Willett 
Road and Caddick Crescent in West Bromwich, Station Road and Hayseech in 
Cradley Heath and at the junction of Tat Bank Road and Wellesley Road in 
Oldbury. But officers are recommending the proposals should be abandoned at 
a meeting today (Thursday). 

Ten residents made complaints about the Willett Road scheme. They claimed spaces 
were already limited and said the changes could move the problem to other nearby roads. 


School idea 
at former 
art college 

AN EMPTY Grade II listed building could 
get a £1.2 million transformation into a 
boarding school for boys under new plans. 

An application has been made to trans¬ 
form the derelict Ryland Memorial School of 
Art building on Lodge Road in West 
Bromwich, a former art college, into a 
boarding school for boys aged 11 to 18. 

The planning application has been made 
by Tipton Green Councillor Ahmadul 
Haque, who is heading a group looking to 
transform the building. 

He said: “We want to use it for educa¬ 
tional purposes - originally it was an educa¬ 
tional building, and we want to take it back 
to that. 

Governor 

“We are hoping the work will be com¬ 
pleted and it will be open in time for Sep¬ 
tember 2014.” 

Councillor Haque is also a governor at the 
Jalalia Educational Institute on Wellington 
Road in Tipton, and says they need more 
room. He said the renovation, if granted by 
the council, is expected to cost in the region 
of £1.2m to ensure it is fit for the purpose. 

The building, currently owned by the 
government’s Homes and Communities 
Agency, was previously occupied by 
Sandwell College. 


The opposition is included in a report 
being considered by councillors. It stated: 
“Due to all day parking that takes place by 
staff at the school, the proposals would 
result in cars being parked on the opposite 
side of the road, in front of residential prop¬ 
erties, during the day. 

“This would reduce the amount of on¬ 
street parking available and have a detri¬ 
mental impact on residents.” 

Three objections were sent to the council 
in respect of no waiting at any time restric¬ 
tions in Station Road, Cradley Heath. 

The letters said there was no problem 
with parking and therefore the changes 
would be unnecessary. 

Obscuring 

One objection was made in relation to 
Hayseech in Cradley Heath and one in rela¬ 
tion to plans for the junction of Tat Bank 
Road and Wellesley Road in Oldbury. 

The council was considering the restric¬ 
tions in the latter case after complaints that 
parked vehicles were obscuring visibility for 
motorists. But the objector raised security, 
saying he wanted to park his vehicle outside 
his house so he could keep an eye on it. 

The plans in Caddick Crescent came after 
a resident complained about drivers block¬ 
ing his rear garage. But objectors said there 
was ample room to manoeuvre and no one 
else with similar access had complained. 

In the report to councillors, officers said: 
“In view of the objections received, it is now 
proposed to uphold objections relating to 
introducing parking restrictions in Willett 
Road, West Bromwich, introducing no 
waiting at any time restrictions in Station 
Road, Cradley Heath and extending parking 
restrictions in Caddick Crescent, West 
Bromwich. 

“It is also proposed to take no action in 
response to objections received in relation to 
introducing restrictions in Hayseech, 
Cradley Heath and the junction of Tat Bank 
Road and Wellesley Road, Oldbury.” 


Sweet way to reach 102 



Have your cake and eat it - Gladys Storey celebrates her 102nd birthday at Walker Grange 


SHE was born a year before the 
Titanic sank and credits her 
youthful looks to eating a 
‘mountain of chocolate’. 

Now Gladys Storey has cele¬ 
brated her 102nd birthday at 
Walker Grange extra-care shel¬ 
tered housing scheme Tipton. 

Born in 1911, Gladys, 
described as strong-willed, 
independent and active, was 
the second eldest of seven chil¬ 
dren. She married William 
Downing and they had daugh¬ 
ters June, now aged 76, and 
Gladys when aged 16 Jennifer, now aged 62. She was 



widowed in 1975 but went on to 
marry second husband Thomas 
Storey in the 1980s. 

Gladys has lived in Tipton all 
her life and worked for manu¬ 
facturing company Newey. She 
used to attend the Wednesday 
Luncheon Club at Tipton 
Green Methodist Church. 

She has three grandchildren 
and one great grandson. 

Daughter June Morris said: 
“When the doctor asked her her 
secret to looking so young she 
said she had eaten a mountain 
of chocolate in her lifetime.” 


A SCHEME that sees hard- 
up Sandwell families receive 
help with buying school uni¬ 
forms for their children is 
set to be extended for the 
next academic year at a cost 
of £90,000. 

Sandwell Council spends 
tens of thousands of pounds 
on vouchers for parents on 
low incomes using money 
from a Government fund. 

It is the only Black 
Country authority to offer 
vouchers for the purchase of 
school clothing and at a 
meeting yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day) Sandwell’s education 
boss was being asked to 
approve that the school 
clothing allowance scheme 
remains the same for the 
2013/14 academic year. 

Contribution 

The council provides a 
contribution towards the 
cost of buying school 
uniform to parents on a low 
income with children trans¬ 
ferring to, or in, secondary 
school and to those starting 
school for the first time - 
reception and years seven to 
11 . 

The council gives £25 for 
pupils in years seven to 11 
and £20 for reception pupils. 

To qualify for the money, 
pupils must be eligible to 
receive free school meals. 

There were an extra 498 
applications for free school 
meals in 2012/13 generating 
£448,200 income in Pupil 
Premiums in 2013/14. 

Leisure centre 
is under way 

THE steel structure is in 
place as work progresses on 
the new £12.5 million West 
Bromwich Leisure Centre. 

The site, on the corner of 
Barton Street and Moore 
Street, is to open next 
spring. Facilities in the 
centre will include a 25- 
metre pool, learner pool, 
sauna and steam room, four- 
court sports hall, fitness 
suite, two dance studios, an 
indoor children’s adventure 
play centre and cafe. 

As well as offering a range 
of sports and fitness classes, 
the centre will provide 
Sandwell students with 
training and jobs. DC 
Leisure has been appointed 
to build and run the centre 
by Sandwell Council.

Head hits back in cash rewards row 


A HEADTEACHER has hit back over claims 
underachieving pupils are being offered cash in 
return for passing their exams. 

Struggling students at Government-funded 
Oldbury Academy could get up to £200 if they 
drag flagging GCSE grades upwards - whereas 
high-fliers will get nothing. 

But head John Martin defended the initiative, 
saying it had cost less than £500 in the past three 
years. He said: “To suggest this initiative will cost 
thousands of pounds demonstrates the lack of 


understanding and factual detail in the letter 
that we respond to. 

“The suggestion that there is a narrow focus on 
particular sub-groups of students is not in any 
shape or form accurate. Meticulous tracking of 
progress and target setting within the school 
reinforces expectation and raises aspirations and 
the targets set are highly challenging.” 

The controversial policy is believed to focus on 
a group of 49 Year 11 pupils due to sit their 
GCSEs this summer. 


One parent, who asked not to be named, said: 
“It’s a bit of a kick in the teeth for kids who just 
get their head down and get on with it.” 

The row has reached Westminster. Tory MP 
Graham Stuart, chairman of the Commons Edu¬ 
cation Select Committee, said: “This is a distor¬ 
tion based on the importance of a C grade to the 
school, instead of its importance to the child.” 

Academic Christopher Hill accused the 1,610- 
pupil school of setting a bad example to children.

FREE meals on wheels will be 
delivered to pensioners most 
in need in Sandwell under new 
plans to expand the service. 

The authority is drawing up plans to 
benefit around 100 elderly people as 
part of a shake-up of the service which 
would cost the council £200,000 a year. 

It is also proposed to expand the 
service and allow residents the opportu¬ 
nity to pay for meals to be delivered to 
family members. 

Council leader Councillor Darren 
Cooper has said the move will help ease 
financial pressures on older people in 
the borough. 

Potential 

He said: “We have identified that it 
will cost £200,000 to give free meals on 
wheels, but I cannot commit to it until 
we have had the budget looked at. 

“What we have looked at is the poten¬ 
tial of introducing free meals on wheels 
for people who meet the criteria and are 
in receipt of it. 

“We are also looking at offering meals 
on wheels to people who want to pur¬ 
chase it at the full price. We are working 
out the finer detail. 

“I cannot give 100 per cent commit¬ 
ment at this moment in time that we 
will do it because it has to be considered 
as part of our overall budget strategy, 
but it is something we would like to do 
because we feel pensioners in particular 
are having an extremely hard time and 
this will just help people that little bit 
more.”

Mother of 
hurt biher 
is grateful 
to helpers 

THE mother of an off-road 
motorcyclist fighting for his 
life after a crash has 
appealed for the public’s 
help finding three men who 
stopped at the scene to help 
him so she can thank them. 

Darryl Savage, aged 20, 
and his friend, another off¬ 
road biker, are in a critical 
but stable condition at 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
following the smash in 
Wednesbury on Sunday. 

His mother Tracey Savage 
understands three men 
stopped at the scene to give 
the pair first aid. She wants 
them to get in touch. 

“We really want to thank 
them because if it hadn’t 
been for their help, things 
could have been different,” 
she said. 

Airlifted 

Darryl suffered multiple 
injuries in the crash on a dirt 
track off St Paul’s Road at 
around 6.15pm, including a 
shattered arm, shattered leg 
and internal injuries includ¬ 
ing a collapsed lung. 

He was airlifted to hospi¬ 
tal along with the other 
injured man, his friend 
Ashley. Darryl had a six-and- 
a-half hour operation on his 
arm on Monday. 

“No-one knows exactly 
what happened,” said Mrs 
Savage, a school dinner lady. 
“They had all the proper 
gear, the bike was legal. They 
were riding responsibly.” 

It's a rubbish 
hiding place 

THREE suspected burglars 
jumped into wheelie bins to 
try to hide from police. 

Officers were called after 
residents heard suspicious 
noises on Smith Street, 
Dixons Green, Dudley, at 
4.40am on Monday. 

Police chased a gold 
Chrysler Grand Voyager, 
which collided with a tree in 
St Mark’s Road, Tipton. 

Three men fled the scene. 
One was arrested from a 
wheelie bin, while two sus¬ 
pected accomplices were 
detained at the bottom of a 
rubbish chute.

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Site boss 
in suicide 
after final 
warning 

A SCHOOL site manager 
who received a final written 
warning for misconduct 
hanged himself at the 
Tipton site. 

Ian Paul Cox, 47, who had 
worked at Summerhill 
Primary School for more 
than a decade, hanged 
himself in the boiler room at 
the school on January 16. He 
died five days later at Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital. 

The inquest at Smethwick 
Council House heard Mr Cox 
was suspended in June last 
year over allegations of gross 
misconduct. 

Headteacher Kerry 
Rochester told the inquest 
she had raised concerns over 
dangerous sockets in school 
and said Mr Cox had also 
‘given (key) codes out, to 
access the site’. 

Devastated 

Mr Cox’s wife Ruth, who 
lived with him and their chil¬ 
dren at Tibbington Terrace 
in Tipton, said her husband 
was devastated by the disci¬ 
plinary investigation. 

Mrs Cox added her 
husband had later been pre¬ 
scribed anti-depressants 
and signed off sick. 

The inquest was told that 
at the disciplinary hearing 
on November 9, a statement 
was read out from Mr Cox 
which said he had consid¬ 
ered ‘ending it all’. The 
hearing found some allega¬ 
tions to be proven, whilst 
others were not. 

School governors issued 
Mr Cox with a final written 
warning and said he could 
return to work once well 
enough. But on January 7 
Mr Cox received another 
letter saying he faced 
further disciplinary investi¬ 
gations that involved the fal¬ 
sification of fire records. 

The hearing was told Mr 
Cox returned to work on 
January 14. On January 16 
Mr Cox dropped his daugh¬ 
ter off at school and wife at 
work and later that day he 
hung himself at the Upper 
Church Lane school. 

Black Country Coroner 
Robin Balmain recorded 
that Mr Cox had killed 
himself.

Gothic Victorian landmark is up for sale 


B A LISTED landmark in the heart of West Bromwich 
has been put on the market. 

The historic grade II listed Kenrick House, which 
dates to 1878, is synonymous with the manufactur¬ 
ers Archibald Kenrick & Sons name. 

Now property agents Bond Wolfe are marketing 
the building, in Union Street, which started life as 
the former headquarters of one of the oldest manu¬ 
facturing companies in the region. It was con¬ 
structed as new offices and warehousing, however 
Archibald Kenrick & Sons goes back much further 
and originally started life in 1791 as an iron founder. 
Kenrick House Bond Wolfe managing partner James Mattin 


said: “The building is hugely impressive. It would 
benefit from updating throughout but offers a great 
deal of potential. There is the opportunity there to 
improve something of real local significance. 

Iconic 

“It is an iconic property and it would be wonder¬ 
ful if we could help return it to its rightful place at 
the centre of the community.” 

The 31,195 sq ft building is considered suitable 
for a variety of uses. The three-storey building is 
brick with some dressings of stone and terracotta 
with a gothic style tiled roof and a tower. 


To the side of the premises is a large yard area 
which fronts on Union Street with further develop¬ 
ment potential or car parking. There is a warehouse 
area too. Offers are invited by July 26. 

Meanwhile, developers are also due to transform 
another grade II listed building in the town. 

The iconic Astle House on the High Street which 
was owned by publishing firm Kenrick & Jefferson, 
is set to be transformed into a 14-apartment 
complex. Raj Lai, from Birmingham-based DR 
Developments, who bought the building for 
£240,000 last September, also plans a restaurant at 
the Victorian site. 


TB probe into four cases 
involving factory staff 


HEALTH chiefs are investigating after four 
workers at a West Bromwich food firm were 
struck down with tuberculosis. 

Screening sessions were taking place this week at the 2 
Sisters Food Group in Dial Lane for current and former 
workers. Public Health England has been contacted and 
experts are investigating. They stressed there was no risk 
to the food processed at the site. 

Tuberculosis is a bacterial infection spread through 
inhaling tiny droplets from the coughs or sneezes of an 
infected person. It mainly affects the lungs but it can also 
impact on the bones and nervous system. 

Dr Naveed Syed, a consultant for Public Health England, 


Further cut 
to library 
open hours 

LIBRARY opening hours 
will be reduced even further 
under cost-cutting plans by 
Sandwell Council. 

Hours have already been 
slashed to cope with budget 
cuts which see the authority 
having to save £100 million 
by 2017. 

Now in order to cut 
£300,000 from the libraries 
budget this year, opening 
could be reduced by an extra 
25 hours across the 20 
council-run facilities 
despite attendance figures 
rising by more than 300,000 
in three years. 

Hardest hit is Langley, 
which could have its hours 
cut from 36 to 31 per week, 
with a complete closure on 
Tuesday afternoons and an 
earlier closure on Mondays. 

The decision could also 
have an impact on staff 
numbers and working pat¬ 
terns.. A report has been 
submitted to deputy leader 
Councillor Mahboob 

Hussain. 


said experts were working 
closely with managers and 
Sandwell Council. 

“Testing will be conducted 
as a precaution and we are 
working closely with the 
management of 2 Sisters 
Food Group Ltd to ensure 
that the best advice and 
support is provided for all 
staff members,” he said. 

Risk 

“Tuberculosis is a serious 
disease but the risk of catch¬ 
ing TB infection is small. It 
generally requires pro¬ 
longed and close contact 
with somebody who has TB, 
such as someone living in 
the same house, and it can be 
completely cured with a 
course of antibiotics. 

“There is absolutely no 
risk of TB being transferred 
in any other way.” 

The four affected 
responded to treatment and 
are now well. 

A statement from 2 
Sisters Good Group Ltd 
said: “We take the health 
and well-being of our work¬ 
force very seriously. As a pre¬ 
cautionary measure, we are 
working with Public Health 
England to coordinate some 
educational materials and 
screening sessions on site. 

“There is absolutely no 
impact on food quality or 
safety, so it’s very much 
business as usual at the 
site.” 


Crash 
tragedy 
appeal 

POLICE investigating a 
crash which killed a devoted 
couple from Tipton, who had 
been married for more than 
50 years, are trying to trace 
the occupants of a Honda 
Civic which may have been 
overtaken by the couple’s 
car just before the tragedy. 

John and Betty Hodgkiss, 
of Bilston Road, died in a col¬ 
lision at Six Ashes, near 
Bridgnorth, on June 7. They 
were found holding hands in 
the wreckage of their car. 

Officers are piecing 
together the circumstances 
which led up to the tragedy 
on the A458 Bridgnorth to 
Stourbridge Road just after 
2.30pm and are trying to 
find the driver of the Honda. 

Hospital 

The couple’s black Ford 
Mondeo Zetec was travelling 
towards Bridgnorth when 
involved in a collision with a 
grey Audi A4 TDI coming in 
the opposite direction. 

Mr Hodgkiss, an 82-year- 
old retired bus driver and 
former army corporal, died 
at the scene. His 79-year-old 
wife was airlifted to the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
where she died the following 
evening. The couple had 
been married for 52 years. 

The woman driving the 
Audi had minor injuries. 

Contact officers in 
Shrewsbury on 101 or 0300 
Tipton couple John and Betty Hodgkiss were found holding hands in the wreckage of their car 333 3000. 
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Car is blamed for 
scrapyard blaze 

A HUGE blaze at a scrap¬ 
yard in Smethwick was 
the result of an electrical 
fault in a wrecked car, it is 
believed. 

Fire crews spent 12 
hours at Sims Metal Man¬ 
agement in Smethwick 
last Wednesday, at one 
point using 20,000 litres 
of water an hour from the 
nearby canal to douse the 
flames. It has since 
reopened. 

It is believed the cause 
of the fire, which started 
in 500 tons of scrap metal 
and wrecked cars , was 
caused by an electrical 
fault in one of the cars. 

Parking plan at 
Lagoon pub site 

A TIPTON pub site could 
be turned into a car park. 

The Lagoon pub in 
Princes End shut in 2007 
and became a target for 
arsonists, finally razed to 
the ground in 2009.

School improving under new leadership 


A SCHOOL in Sandwell which was 
last year rated as inadequate by 
Ofsted is now making progress. 

The Phoenix Collegiate, created 
by merging two of the borough’s 
worst performing schools, was given 
the lowest rating in March last year 
following an inspection in January. 

Days later, then headteacher 
Brian Heavisides announced he was 
stepping down at the end of the year. 

The school, which was created in 


2010 following a merger between 
Manor Foundation, in Friar Park 
Road, Wednesbury, and Menzies, in 
Clarkes Lane, West Bromwich, was 
also given a notice to improve. 

But following an inspection on 
May 8 and 9 of this year, the school 
has come out of the inadequate cat¬ 
egory with inspectors rating it 
overall as ‘requiring improvement’. 

In the areas of behaviour and 
safety of pupils, and leadership and 


management it has been given a 
‘good’ rating. 

New headteacher Gary Hill wel¬ 
comed the latest report, saying: 
“This report reflects the hard work 
and dedication of the students and 
staff at Phoenix. They have been 
instrumental in removing our 
school from an Ofsted category 
within a very short period of time. 

“I am delighted that we have been 
graded ‘good’ for behaviour and 


safety and leadership and manage¬ 
ment. This is an indication of the 
transformation in educational stan¬ 
dards that is happening each and 
every day at Phoenix. 

“In the past 12 months we have 
invested heavily in improving the 
literacy and numeracy skills of our 
students.” 

Mr Hill added he expects the 
school’s GCSE results to break 
records this year. 


Hospice facing closure 
due to fewer patients 


AN OLDBURY hospice is facing closure due 
to the falling number of patients. 

The future of Bradbury Day Hospice which caters for ter¬ 
minally ill patients and those with chronic illnesses is in 
doubt. A review of the hospice has been put together by 
Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospitals Trust which has 
found that alternative forms of care may be more appropri¬ 


ate for patients. 

The report states that the 
hospice only provides 
limited number of services. 
The review also found that 
over the past year there has 
consistently been low refer¬ 
ral and attendance rates at 
the hospice. 

Between November 2011 
and October 2012 there were 
only 63 referrals to the 
hospice and of those only 39 
people attended. 

Low 

The report by redesign 
director at the trust, Jayne 
Dunn, stated that over the 
past three years there had 
only been a 43 per cent 
attendance rate at the 
hospice. Since December 
2010 the hospice has only 
been open four days a week 
due to the low attendance. 

Ms Dunn wrote: “The low 
volume of referrals and 
attendance, small clinical 
team and limited range of 
service provision make the 
sustainability of the service 
and ability to robustly 
respond to national and local 
standards questionable.” 

Options for the hospice 
include - either do nothing, 
enhance services to meet the

nationally recognised provi¬ 
sion or close it hospice. 

The hospice currently 
employs four people, a full¬ 
time nurse and health care 
assistant, a part- time cook 
and driver. 

It also has around 12 part- 
time volunteers. 

Hospital trust spokes¬ 
woman Vanya Rogers said: 
“The trust has given a brief¬ 
ing to the joint health 
scrutiny committee regard¬ 
ing the Bradbury Day 
Hospice, as there is cur¬ 
rently little demand for the 
service it provides with only 
39 patients attending in a 
year. 

“Three options have been 
suggested. One is to keep 
things as they are, although 
this may prove unsustain¬ 
able in the future, another is 
to increase the range of serv¬ 
ices provided by the hospice 
and the third is to close the 
centre and develop alterna¬ 
tive services that more 
appropriately meet the 
needs of the patients. 

“However, no decision has 
been made as yet.”

MULTI-MILLION pound 
restoration plans for a 
former stone quarry which 
operated in Rowley Regis for 
more than a century have 
been unveiled under a 
scheme creating 20 jobs.

Tommy's fight for vaccine picks up pace 



A CAMPAIGN led by a youngster from Walsall, 
which aims to pressurise the Government into 
making the lifesaving Meningitis B vaccine avail¬ 
able to all children on the NHS, is gathering pace 
ith hundreds of signatures collected. 

Tommy Brown, now aged 19 months, was struck 
down by meningitis when he was five months old. 
But he managed to beat the odds after doctors said 
he only had a five per cent chance of survival. 

The youngster had contracted meningococcal 
septicaemia and doctors were forced to amputate 
both his lower legs, his right hand and some of the 
fingers on his left hand. 

He became the face of Meningitis UK and Menin¬ 
gitis Trust’s Beat it Now campaign when it 


launched this month and his parents Julie Tuckley, 
aged 37, and Dean Brown, 27, are passionoate sup¬ 
porters of the campaign for a vaccine to save lives. 

Mr Brown, of Lister Close, Beechdale, said the 
national roadshow was still ongoingbut the family 
have already collected hundreds of signatures in 
Walsall alone. 

Petitions 

He said: “We’ve got petitions in shops and pubs. 
They are filling up quite fast. We’ve also been on TV 
talking about the campaign.” 

The family launched the campaign and started 
collecting signatures on a petition at Crown Wharf 
Shopping Park in Walsall. The campaign and peti¬ 


tion aims to lobby the Government to put the life¬ 
saving new Meningitis B vaccine, Bexsero, into the 
childhood immunisation schedule as soon as possi¬ 
ble. Developed by pharmaceutical giant Novartis, 
Bexsero is the first Meningitis B vaccine to be 
licensed for use in the UK. 

It has been seen as a significant scientific leap 
forward and studies show it should protect against 
73 per cent of Meningitis B strains in the UK. 

Tommy also needed skin grafts and has recently 
been attempting to walk in his new prosthetic legs. 

His parents first noticed something was wrong 
when his temperature rocketed to almost 40C 
(104F) and shortly afterwards had a purple rash 
across his body.

His victims, aged 51 to 79, 
handed over up to £500 each. 

The 43-year-old fraudster 
blamed his crimes on his 
gambling addiction, saying 
he needed to pay debts. 

Recognised 

He was brought to justice 
after being tracked through 
a Wolverhampton housing 
estate by a member of the 
public who recognised him 
from an appeal in the media. 

The man relayed Akhtar’s 
movements to police and 
officers arrived on the scene 
to arrest him. 

Akhtar, from Reedswood 
Gardens, was ordered to pay 
£7,070 compensation when 
he appeared at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court. He was 
given an 18-month sus¬ 
pended prison sentence and 
12-month supervision order. 

Pc Joel Haden, from 
Bloxwich police station, 
said: “I am pleased that the 
man has been ordered to pay 
his victims back the cash he 
conned from them. 

“The man manipulated 
well-meaning members of 
the public who fell for his sob 
story.” 

He was sentenced after 
pleading guilty to five counts 
of fraud by false representa¬ 
tion at an earlier hearing. 

He had also also asked for 
a further 23 to be taken into 
consideration.

Pelsall Ladies Choir is cel¬ 
ebrating its 50th birthday. 
TOM MASON talks to 
some of it’s members 

THE hobby of choral singing 
has had a recent resurgence in 
popularity with programmes 
such as the Army Wives and 
Songs of Praise encouraging 
more people to give it a go. 

But for Pelsall Ladies Choir, which is 
celebrating 50 years of singing, its busi¬ 
ness as usual. 

Originally formed in 1963 as the Pelsall 
Townswomen’s Guild Choir, the organi¬ 
sation has swelled from just seven 
members to more than 30. 

June Davenhill, the musical director, 
has remained at the heart of the group 
during this time and at the age of 77 con¬ 
tinues to lead the group from strength to 
strength. 

In their first year the group surprised 
not only themselves, but also other choirs 
by winning a competition at a choral 
music festival. 

Award 

The following year, with more singers, 
they entered the intermediate section 
and were again successful. 

With more members joining who 
weren’t part of the guild, the decision was 
made to change the name to its current 
title. 

Over the next three decades the group 
continued to win award after award and 
it was during this time that the club 
began raising money for charity. 

This became an important part of the 
group’s activities and over the years it 
has helped raise thousands for charities 
across the region through concerts held 
in the area’s two churches. Mrs Davenhill

says: “Our charity work is very impor¬ 
tant to us now more than ever before. 
We all love helping local causes.” 

Another change was the introduction 
of a set outfit that made the group 
instantly recognisable beginning with a 
series of crimplene dresses became the 
‘uniform’ worn for a year or two and 
then changed. 

June remembers one dress in particu¬ 
lar, a pink crimplene gown, which she 
said made the ladies resemble raspberry 
blancmange when seen en masse on 
stage. She adds “This was in the mini 
era, and one husband was heard to 
remark that they won more competi¬ 
tions with their legs than their voices.” 

Eventually a long black skirt and 


blouse was agreed upon, but trying to 
persuade more than40 women to agree 
on a style and colour was always going 
to be a problem and eventually the well 
known black skirt and top, livened up 
with a silk flower and scarf emerged as 
the group’s favourite. 

Claire Whitehouse, who is one of the 
group’s newest and youngest members, 
says: “The choir makes me feel good, 
especially after a bad day. When singing, 
all of your troubles and cares disappear. 

“I have been made to feel very 
welcome, and I have met some lovely 
new friends, whom I hope will remain 
friends for life.” 

Mrs Davenhill says the group attracts 
people from all backgrounds and had 


become even more popular after a 
number of recent television documen¬ 
taries highlighted the hobby. 

“It’s a really diverse group with people 
from all walks of life, we don’t have any 
requirements apart from the ability to 
sing,” she says. 

Another member, Christine Halford, 
adds: “Being in the choir means I get to 
sing beautiful music. 

“Our concerts help many charities, it 
gives me joy, friendships, and singing is 
very good for the soul, I always leave in a 
happy mood.” 

This year the charity chosen to raise 
money for Heartlink. 

It was set up to provide a special life 
support system, used on young children 
and babies with respiratory and heart 
failure and which saved the life of the 
two-year-old grandson of one of the choir 
members. 

Key among the choir’s events is the 
annual concert for Walsall’s mayor that 
has raised money for many causes sup¬ 
ported by the town’s annually-changing 
figurehead. 

Assured 

The group continues to hold regular 
concerts alternatively at Pelsall 
Methodist and St Michael’s Church. 

Mrs Davenhill hopes the future of the 
group will be assured by it’s newer 
members. 

“I would like to see the group continue 
into the future and carry on as a charita¬ 
ble organisation and give pleasure to as 
many people as we can,” she says. 

The choir meets in the hall of St. 
Michael’s School, Maple Road, Pelsall, 
every Monday during term time from 
7pm to 9pm. 

No audition is needed and new 
members are always welcome to this 
friendly group of singers.

Partial picture over fire centre 


YOUR reports about the building in 
Wolverhampton developed to accom¬ 
modate a Regional Fire control 
service only gave part of the back¬ 
ground and its implications for 
public policy making. 

The decision to develop regional 
network of such centres across 
England was driven by Whitehall 
and imposed on the regions and local 
fire services which predictably resis¬ 
ted loss of local control and the 
status quo. 

This does not mean there were not 
good arguments on grounds of cost 
and the availability of new informa¬ 


tion technology to move to a more 
regional approach. 

One of the missing links was the 
lack of any democratically account¬ 
able Regional decision making to 
take ownership of any proposed 
changes. 

As a result, the programme was 
left to distant ministers and civil ser¬ 
vants who at the highest level had 
not been involved in the original 
decision-making. 

A lesson to be learned is that there 
is far too much of dictat from White¬ 
hall and Westminster and there is a 
need to put in place democratic 


regional machinery to lead and take 
ownership of any necessary reconfig¬ 
uration of the way fire and other 
major public services are configured 
to better fit changing markets for 
services, relevant technologies while 
maximising local ownership. 

Without moves in this direction 
we will continue to suffer the costs of 
dictat from London, the inertia of 
existing self-interested institutions 
and miss out on the benefits of new 
opportunities and circumstances.

Adrian Bailey said immigration rules governing the 
rights of students to be in Britain meant that 500 fewer stu¬ 
dents a year were coming to ■ by Daniel Wainwright 
the University of Wolver- ■___ 


hampton from India and Sri 
Lanka than the uni, which 
has bases in Wolverhampton 
and Walsall, could accommo¬ 
date. 

Foreign students pay 
around £10,000 a year for 
their education and also 
spend money with shops, 
businesses and landlords 
while they are here, Mr 
Bailey told a group of MPs 
during a debate he organ¬ 
ised in the House of 
Commons. 

Curb 

It comes as the Govern¬ 
ment wants to curb the 
number of visas issued, in a 
bid to tackle the people who 
claim to be coming to study 
but are actually using that 
status as a back door into 
Britain. 

The number of students 
who are coming to the UK 
from overseas fell by around 
40,000 last year. 

Mr Bailey, MP for West 


Bromwich West, said: “Uni¬ 
versities are struggling for 
finance. They recognise that 
in these hard times they 
cannot be exempt. 

“Recruitment of interna¬ 
tional students presents an 
opportunity for them to 
bring in extra money that 
unfortunately they cannot 
get from the Government 
because of the current finan¬ 
cial problems. 

“My local university, 
Wolverhampton, currently 
recruits 800 international 
students each year, but it 
estimates that with a fair 
and consistent visa process 
it could take another 500 a 
year from India and Sri 
Lanka alone. 

“If they contribute 
£10,000 a year, which is a 
fairly minimal estimate, 
that would amount to £5 
million more a year going 
into the local university and, 
above all, into the Black 
Country economy”

AN OLYMPIC hopeful from West 
Bromwich has won an award for 
helping to improve the lives of 
others as a volunteer.

Superintendent Bas Javid, from West 
Bromwich police station, has formally wel¬ 
comed the group’s introduction. 

He said: “I am delighted we have set up an 
IAG for Sandwell. They will no doubt prove 
to be a critical group for us to consult with.”

Metro extension aiming 
to get jobless into work 


JOBLESS people are being 
offered the chance to fill dozens 
of posts being created by the 
£128 million extension of the 
Midland Metro tram system 
through Birmingham city centre. 

Following talks with transport authority 
Centro and Birmingham City Council, con¬ 
tractor Balfour Beatty has signed up to the 
employment access team, which helps Birm¬ 
ingham’s jobless back into work. 

The construction giant, which is building 
the extension, will take part in the project 
over the next two years. 

As part of the scheme the firm has agreed 
to provide up to 1,000 weeks of employment 
over the course of the extension project 
which should be completed in 2015. 

The extension, which is a partnership 
between Centro and the Black Country and 
Birmingham City councils, will see a 20- 
strong fleet of new trams deployed on the 
existing Metro line between Birmingham 
and Wolverhampton. 

The employment programme works with 
job centres, colleges and employers to 
connect jobseekers in Birmingham with 
employment, education and training oppor¬ 
tunities. 

Centro chief executive Geoff Inskip said: 
“The tram extension is a really important 
project for the people of the West Midlands 
and the future prosperity of our region. 

“In the current economic climate, it is 
important we look for ways to support 
people in their search for employment and it 
is great we will be able to do this.”

Silver Bullet missed Its target 


IT WAS sleek. It was shiny. And it was very 
fast. But not, as it turned out, nearly fast 
enough. 

The Silver Bullet was the pride of the workforce who 
created her, a powerful 4,000 horsepower beast engi¬ 
neered and crafted with one aim in mind - to set a new 
land speed record. It really looked the business as this 
mechanical marvel was unveiled to the public for the 
first time on February 21, 1930. 

For the avoidance of doubt about where the credit 
might lie, the words “Designed & Built by the Sunbeam 
Motor Car Co. Ltd, Wolverhampton, England,” were 
emblazoned on the side. On the nose were two crossed 
flags - the Stars and Stripes, and the Union Jack, reflect¬ 
ing the fact that this was a British record attempt which 
would take place in the United States. 

According to the internet, photos of the Silver Bullet 
are rare. But the Chronicle’s sister paper,the Express & 
Star, has rediscovered a clutch of original prints in its 
archives, some of which may not have been seen for more 
than 80 years - if ever. The pictures also capture the 
process of readying the Silver Bullet for its long journey 
to Daytona Beach in Florida. 

Star turn at the unveiling was Kaye Don, the intrepid 
driver who would be taking to the cockpit in an attempt 
to recapture the land speed record for Sunbeam. Sir

Henry Segrave had reached 231mph in 1929 - breaking 
the 1927 record of 203mph set by the Sunbeam lOOOHfi 
nicknamed The Slug. The Silver Bullet travelled in a 
specially constructed reinforced case measuring 31ft by 
7ft by 6ft, and weighing about three tons which, with the 
4.5 tons of the car, took the total weight over seven tons. 

The packing kept a party of eight or 10 men fully occu¬ 
pied for about three hours on the evening of Saturday, 
February 22. Loading the crate on to a 12-ton, six 
wheeled lorry to take it to Southampton, took a further 
hour or so on the Sunday. 

Problems 

The Silver Bullet finally left the works on the Monday, 
to be shipped to New York during that week on the liner 
Berengaria, together with Kaye Don and a team of 
picked mechanics from the Sunbeam experimental and 
racing department. 

Arriving in mid-March at Daytona Beach, all was 
ready to bring home the glory to Wolverhampton, where 
the town was closely following the record bid. 

Immediately there were a host of problems. There was 
trouble with the car’s supercharger. The beach also 
roved to be very bumpy and Don was seen being 
ounced and bobbed about in the cockpit ‘like a jack-in- 


a-box’. And the weather was bad. On three early runs, 
Don only made lOlmph. He needed to be able to double 
that - and more. There were rumours about friction 
developing in the camp, and of a conference between 
Don and the designer, Mr Louis Coatalen ‘during which 
both parties displayed some heat’. 

On March 21, Don said: “The weather conditions have 
been awful. It has rained practically every day I have 
been here. It seems that conditions have been all against 
us, but I am still more than hopeful. Believe me, I am 
going to break that record. The Silver Bullet is every¬ 
thing I could ask for. The sands have been the trouble. ” 

Gamely they battled on, making adjustments, tack¬ 
ling technical snags, but not able to do anything about 
the beach conditions, which were so bad that Don was in 
danger of being pitched out of the cockpit. 

On April 10, it was all over. After a series of runs, Kaye 
Don abandoned his attempt. In a first trial run, the car 
bounced perilously as it passed over sand ridges, but 
reached 182.741mph over the measured mile. 

A few changes, and a second run, down to 155.44mph. 
Further supercharger adjustments. This time, the 
Silver Bullet reached just 108mph. The game was up. 

And the Silver Bullet? It was not destined to end up 
shiny and polished in a museum or motoring display. It 
was sold on and eventually scrapped.

“At one stage he had 
applied to be a volunteer 
during the 2012 Olympics 
and he was told his help was 
not required,” said Pc 
Poulton. 

Driver 

Benedict Sampays, aged 
46, of Meadowside Close, 
Great Barr, said his brother 
lost his purpose in life. 

Anthony Sampays, who 
had left the army many 
years earlier, had been a 
lorry driver but was made 
redundant three or four 
months before his death. 

Black Country Coroner 
Robin Balmain recorded a 
verdict that the ex-soldier 
hanged himself.

Multi-million pound leisure 
scheme back on the agenda 


A LONG-AWAITED multi-million pound 
leisure development in Oldbury will finally get 
off the ground after more than a decade in the 
pipeline. 

The cost of the scheme is set to spiral and proposals for 
the site known as The Junction at Oldbury Ringway have 
repeatedly stalled. 

However, retail group Hammerson, which owns the site, 
is putting together a planning application which is expected 
to be submitted in the next two months. 

Originally the plans had been for a £30 million develop¬ 
ment of a 16 acre site, but this has now expanded and the 
development will be 34 acres and cost up to £50m to develop. 

Earlier this year it was 
revealed that housing was 
going to become part of the 
development, but it remains 
unclear what will make up 
the rest of the mixed-use 
scheme. 

Sandwell Council’s 
deputy leader Councillor 
Mahboob Hussain said the 
council had been in talks 
with Hammerson for the 
past six months. 

He said: “It seems Ham¬ 
merson are moving the pro¬ 
posals forward. The 
development will include 
housing as well as being a 
mixed-use leisure facility.” 

He added: “This is obvi¬ 
ously extremely good news 
for Oldbury as it is such a 
long awaited project. 

“The difference in scale 
and cost to the original plan 
is because it is a completely 
different scheme, which 
includes housing. We are 
very happy to work with the 
developers.”

Move to make school an 
academy is facing battle 


Booked in for 80 years 



David Wheatley - a West Bromwich saver for 80 years 


YOU’RE never too young to start 
looking after the pennies, according 
to a grandfather who has been 
saving with a building society for 
more than 80 years. 

David Wheatley was just two 
months old when his grandfather 
opened the account for him at the 
West Bromwich Building Society’s 
High Street branch in 1932. 

The deposit was just five shillings 
(25 pence). Born and bred in the 
town, he has been a member of The 
West Brom ever since, saving for a 
deposit for his first house in 
Romsley, near Halesowen where he 
and wife Shirley still live 50 years 
on. 


The lifelong West Bromwich 
Albion fan, aged 80, has even kept 
his first passbook. It is in good con¬ 
dition with entries made in ink and 
blotting paper inserted between the 
pages to prevent smudges. 

He said: “I kept the passbook for 
sentimental reasons because my 
grandfather opened the account for 
me as a present two months after I 
was born. 

“I have continued the tradition 
and opened savings accounts for my 
own four grandchildren.” 

Educated at West Bromwich 
Grammar School, Mr Wheatley 
worked as a sales rep for M&B for 10 
years. 


PARENTS, governors and local 
people have vowed to fight plans 
to turn a Smethwick primary 
school into an academy. 

More than 150 people turned out to a 
public meeting to voice their concerns about 
the Department for Education’s plan to turn 
Galton Valley Primary School into an 
academy. 

The Brasshouse Lane school was placed in 
special measures last February and told it 
must improve. 

In a bid to boost the school, government 
bosses want it to sign up to become an 
academy and have asked school governors to 
consider three sponsors. 

But governors and community leaders say 
they are being put under pressure to sign up 
to the plan, and that the school will improve 
further without becoming an academy. 

Ethos 

At the recent meeting at the Community 
Connect centre, parents said they feared 
that academy status would ruin the commu¬ 
nity ethos of the school. 

Jalal Uddin, a parent governor with two 
children at the school, said: “In the last 12 to 
15 months the school has improved substan¬ 
tially, and the Ofsted monitoring reports 
prove this. 

“Galton Valley is a community-based 
school, and we fear the sponsors will just run 
it as a business.” 

Community leader Soyfur Rahman said- 
parents are worried that the sponsors 
“won’t understand the school”. 

It was agreed that the council would draw 
up a petition against the plan to present to 
the Department for Education and that a 
working group would be set up.

Embley, of Pound Road, Oldbury, had 
feared he could go to jail - even bringing a 
bag of clothes with him to court in case he 
was sent down. 

But magistrates decided to suspend a 26- 
week sentence. 

Sentencing him at Sandwell Magistrates 
Court, bench chairman Mr Dhody said: “Mr 
Embley it was disappointing to read of your 
past record, it runs to 19 pages. 

“You are keeping your defence lawyer 
busy. Your record has been appalling. To 
these charges, I’m glad you have made a 
guilty plea. Nothing is viable but a custody 
order.” 

But he added: “My colleagues want to give 
you a chance.” 

Mr Edward Ball, defending, said his client 
deserved a chance. “What the prosecutor did 
not tell you was that he was originally 
arrested for theft,” he said. “He was upset, 
it was a matter that was discontinued.” 

Embley pleaded guilty to assault, driving 
while disqualified and driving without 
insurance. He was told to pay £100 compen¬ 
sation to the victim plus an £80 victim sur¬ 
charge.

School staff celebrating 
praise in Ofsted report 


STAFF at a Wednesbury school 
are celebrating after its latest 
Ofsted report praised it for 
‘driving improvements through¬ 
out the site’. 

Inspectors visited Wodensborough Com¬ 
munity Technology College school last 
month to monitor its progress. 

It was the second monitoring inspection 
since the school became subject to special 
measures following a visit in November 
2012. 

During the latest visit, inspectors 
observed the school’s work in several 
lessons, scrutinised documents and met 
with students and senior staff. 

The visit concluded that Wodensborough 
is likely to increase its Ofsted rating very 
soon, as it is ‘making all reasonable progress 
towards the removal of special measures’. 

The report said changes at the school have 
resulted in improved achievement for stu¬ 
dents and had a ‘positive impact’ on behav¬ 
iour. 

“Improved rates of progress mean a 
greater percentage of students at Key Stage 
4 are predicted to gain five or more GCSEs 
at grade C or above, including English and 
mathematics, than in 2012,” the report said. 

It also praised the school’s leadership, 
saying headteacher Stephen Lanckham’s 
leadership ‘is raising expectations and 
driving improvement throughout the 
school’ and that ‘the quality of senior and 
middle leadership is improving’. 

Mr Lanckham said: “I am delighted with 
the latest report.”

Pick of the Week 


A resurgent Murray 
aims to make history 


I t’s the last week in June, so that 
can mean only one thing - that’s 
right, the start of Wimbledon 
fortnight. 

It’s also, of course, the time when 
tennis fans eat copious amounts of 
strawberries and cream while 
enduring unseasonably bad weather 
and doing lots of cheering on 
Henman Hill, just as the light begins 
to fail... 

Once again, Brits everywhere will 
be keeping their fingers crossed that 
we’ll be celebrating the first home¬ 
grown winner of the men’s 
tournament since the mighty Fred 
Perry lifted the famous trophy for the 
third and final time in 1936. 

Andy Murray has as good a 
chance as anybody of being crowned 
champion this year, having come so 
close in 2012. However, he isn’t the 
kind of character to let the hopes of 
a nation weigh too heavily on his 
muscular shoulders. 

In the past he’s been described as 
dour and even bad-tempered; but the 
emotional speech he made after 
losing to Roger Federer in four nail- 
biting sets helped to improve his 


image, as well as win over a new set 
of fans. 

What Murray also has, which 
some previous British number ones 
have lacked, is the will to win at all 
costs. Having won a Grand Slam 
(the 2012 US Open) and the gold 
medal in the men’s singles at the 
Olympics, he now knows what it 
takes to triumph in major 
championships - which means he’s 
better equipped to go one step 
further this time around. 

One man who knows a lot about 
carrying the expectation of an entire 
country is Tim Henman, who claims 
he didn’t really mind the pressure. 

“I never had a problem with it 
because I never really felt like there 
was any pressure,” says Tiger Tim. 
“My attitude was that it had been my 
dream to play at Wimbledon on 
Centre Court. I played a lot of my 
best tennis and got a lot of my best 
results out there. 

‘At the end of the day it’s slightly 
selfish, but I was going on the court 
to play for myself, I wasn’t playing for 
anybody else and I think that’s the 
right approach to have. I look at the 


way that Murray’s played and I think 
he has a similar attitude because 
he’s also played some of his best 
tennis there. 

“There’s a psychology to it and you 
want to make sure you’re 
concentrating on the right things.” 

Henman also can’t wait for this 
year’s tournament, during which he’ll 
be part of the BBC’s commentary 
team once again. 

“Even though I don’t play any 
more it’s still my favourite time 
of the year and I love getting 
involved with the commentary,” he 
explains. “It’s the same every time 
I walk in through the gates at 
Wimbledon - I still get that special 
feeling of being at the biggest and 
best place in tennis and that will 
never change.” 

Can Murray do it? Let’s hope so. 
But even if he doesn’t, we’re still 
promised a two-week feast of tennis, 
courtesy of Tim and his colleagues 
Sue Barker, John McEnroe, Boris 
Becker, Tracy Austin, Lindsay 
Davenport, Virginia Wade, Pat Cash, 
Martina Navratilova and Anne 
Keothavong.

Triumph gives a lot 
of fun for the money 


THERE are many good reasons for 
riding motorcycles, but for many of us 
the thrill, the excitement, the fun 
factor are some of the most impor¬ 
tant. 

But sports bikes of the four-pot, one litre class 
are by no means the only option: even losing a 
cylinder doesn’t mean short measure in what 
really counts. 

Triumph’s latest Street Triple is very quick, 
lighter and compared to many more nimble 
option with performance that belies its 675cc 
capacity. 

The added bonus is it’s now so well-balanced 
and easy to ride a lot of riders like me might find 
it flattering of their abilities. 

The £7,699 Street Triple is a sort of hybrid 
between two successful Triumph models. It has 
many of the styling cues of its big brother, the 
l,050cc Speed Triple - complete with twin ‘bug- 
eye’ headlights - while the three cylinder, 675cc 
engine is shared with the sporting Daytona. 

It was a great piece of genetic engineering: the 
hard-edged looks of what was arguably the origi¬ 
nator of the ‘street fighter’ class of bikes mated 
with the power plant of a proven race-winner. 

In the Street Triple, though, the 105bhp and 
68Nm of torque are delivered in a manner which 


makes for a quick but very tractable road 
machine - some 80 per cent of the pulling power 
is available at a very low 3,500rpm for real-world 
performance. 

It is what it says on the box: a street machine 
not a pretend MotoGP bike. 

It’s red-lined at over 12,000rpm, and independ¬ 
ent sources put the top speed at around 140mph. 

Calipers 

At first sight it’s hard to distinguish the Street 
Triple from its bigger sibling: perhaps the most 
obvious difference being the short, low level 
exhaust. This doesn’t only help to lower the 
centre of gravity it also produces a very satisfying 
range of sounds from burble to growl to howl as 
you feed in the power. 

The Street Triple’s short wheelbase and 
compact size are immediately apparent too, but 
what isn’t so obvious is the all-new, narrower and 
lighter weight frame, including an advanced and 
particularly rigid rear subframe. 

The bike is as light as it looks, too - just 180kg. 

If you’re bored by the engineering, you won’t 
be by the result. This is what makes the Triumph 
such a cracking bike to ride - light, agile, sure¬ 
footed through the twisty bits. 

There’s no question of tipping the Street Triple 
into a corner, you just think it through, like the 


best sports machines. It’s so good it flatters most 
rider’s (certainly mine) abilities and inspires con¬ 
fidence. 

The seating position is relatively low but 
upright which to me means comfort. 

On a naked (unfaired) bike that naturally 
means some wind blast at motorway speeds. 

Some might choose an optional fly screen to 
reduce that: for others, though, the wind makes 
you feel almost weightless, reducing strain on 
your arms on longer trips. 

The multi-function instrument display 
includes a large digital speedo which is easily 
readable in a wide range of lighting conditions. 

The readout includes a gear position indicator, 
while the second ‘clock’ is an analogue tachome¬ 
ter. The 308mm twin front discs with dual 
calipers at the front (and 220mm at the rear) 
provide reassuring stopping power wth little 
effort. 

The Street Triple may lose out on outright per¬ 
formance to its bigger brother which will always 
be a consideration for some riders. But I’m not 
sure how much that means in the real world, 
where the 675cc machine’s super sport power 
plant combined with its lighter weight and 
superb agility (and its price tag) has undoubted 
appeal.

IF THE car you are looking for needs to be 
dependable, secure, safe, and perhaps not 
too exciting the market place is quite wide 
and varied, but one manufacturer that always 
comes out in the top choice factor is Toyota, 
one of the world’s largest car makers.
